Miss Moore, of Kilternan Grange, writes 
me as follows, and I am more than glad 
to print her letter :— 

“My attention has been drawn to a 
paragraph which recently appeared in the 
lrishman’s Diary. 


Every nature-lover will with 
what Mr. Allen says about the ruet ion 
of the beauty of the countryside. The 


trees, to which he alludes, on the Kil- 
ternan to the Scalp road are largely on 
our property, and we should, therefore, 


like to give an explanation of the so-called 


‘ pruning.’ 

“ We were not ‘ pruning the trees, but 
received orders from the County Council 
that the overhanging branches on the road 
must be cut, and were then told the exact 
branches which they wished removed. 

“ We fully realised that both the beauty 
of the road and the shape and growth of 
the trees would be spoilt by the work, and 
it was only as the result of strong protests 
from us that we were not compelled to do 
a great deal more da 1 

Io avoid breaking the ‘elephone wires, 
and owing to the size and weight of the 
branches, some of these could not be cut 

‘close to the trunks, and unsightly ends 
had to be left. | . ' 

So many people seem to think that 
we are responsible for destroying . the 
beauty of the road that we should fike it 
to be understood that we were given no 
choice in the question, but were at con- 
siderable expense, as it took four men ten 
days to do the work.”’ 


“* Wouf-Wouf 1!” 


Mannerheim, the Finnish military 
leader, who was far from gentle in dealing 
with the Red revolt in his country, can be 
nervous and unimpressive, according to 
Captain H. C. Biard, the famous airman, 
who once was on the General's left at a 
banquet in Helsinki. 

Biard, at a time when there scemed 
prospect of either Finland or 
Mannerheim appearing prominently in 
the news for many years, descri the 
General as “ a little, dark, shy man, very 
retiring and quiet in sober civilian black. 

As the guests at the banquet drank 
formal toasts, or even with each other, 
they would utter a sort of Hoch! 
Hoch!“ in the same way as an Irishman 
might say “ Cheerio!’’ Biard was asked 
what his countrymen said on tuch 
occasions, and he replied: ‘‘ Oh, anything 
that occurs to us. ‘ Cheerio,’ or ‘ Wouf! 
Wouf!’ or something like that.“ 

When Biard's health was being drunk 
by the company the Finnish Air Chief 
made them accompany it with shouts of 
** Wouf!” The word is said to have 
spread along the Baltic coast, and to have 
been encountered at Riga and Memel. 

It was rumoured, indeed, that when a 
Baltic visitor was presented to the late 
King George V. he solemnly said 
** Wouf!”’ believing that it would please 
the King.

Sir Frank Benson 


After Sir Henry Irving, none of the 
famous tragedians of the fast half-century 
drew such enthusiastic audiences in their 
visits to Dublin as Sir Frank Benson. 

His performances gave a new stimulus 
to the study of Shakespeare. When he 
formed his company in 1883 he dedicated 
his abilities to a revival of interest in the 
plays of the great dramatist. How he 
succeeded in Dublin, Belfast and the 
other Irish cities that he visited tens of 
thousands of his old admirers will readily

The Gaiety Theatre, during the nights 
of his two or three weeks’ en agement, 
was crowded from the pit to fhe 8, 
where demonstrative students from Trinity 
College were always ebullient and rap- 
turous. i 

In recalling those memorable nights, 
one cannot, forget, the — portrayals 
of leading feminine réles given by Lady 
Benson, who, as Miss Featherston; had 
been associated with Mr. Oscar Asche and 
Mr. Otho Stuart in many of the most 
notable productions in the Lyceum and 
Haymarket. In thinkimg of all the 
brilliant impersonators who displayed 
histrionic talent of the highest order in 
the latter years of last century, one can 
recall now: only two survivors—Madam 
Navarro (née Miss Mary Anderson) and 
Sir Martin Harvey. 

Both have perpetuated a tradition and 
achievement in theatrical life which 
modern circumstances are not helping to 
maintain. 


Moore and the J. L. S. 


Somebody mentioned lately that almost 
every Irishman of letters who has lived 
in London during the pest half century 
has been associated with the Irish Literary 
Society, with the notable exception of 
George Moore. Then I remembered that 
Dr. J. S. Crone, foundation member of 
the I. L. S. and its former President, had 
told me the reason for this exception. 

Moore applied for membership at a 
time when he was bitterly attacking the 
Irish priesthood. and many of the 
society’s members threatened to resign if 
he were admitted. 

A proof of Moore’s slowness to forgive 
is given by his letter to the society almost 
a quarter of a century later, when, in 
refusing an invitation to a function, he 
referred them to the minutes of the meet- 
ing at which his application for member- 
ship had been considered. 


Stormont

10 or 15 years ago. Two typical instances, 
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Dublin's housing development, it seems to be 
necessary to set out a few elementary data 
in the accompanying diagrammatic map and 
the following relevant notes. * 
Let us begin with a few simple figures. 
Half a statute mile is the equivalent of 880 
lineal yards, which is approximately the 
distance from the /rish Times office to the 
Parnell Monument. It is also portrayed by 
the width of the shaded circle on our map. 
Circle ‘‘C’’—which embraces Terenure, 
Crumlin, Fiaglas and Artane—indicates the 
general suburban. and semi-rural. character of 
some of the 18,000 acres that lie within a 
radius of three miles from O'Connell Bridge. 
Immediately outside that circle lies. the 
680-yard (shaded) belt, which includes such 
outlying points as Merrion, Rathfarnham, 
Ashtown and Dollymount, and in itself re- 
presents an area of approximately 6,500 acres. 


40,000 COTTAGES AND 


GARDENS 


Did that 6,500-acre belt consist of a con- 
tinuous stretch of unoccupied building lands 
it would provide sites for, say, 40,000 
dwellings, each to stand on one-eighth of an 
acre, in addition to a further 1, acres of 
road surfaces and other open spaces. 

Such figures and facts are, of course, pre- 
sented only to illustrate a principle; but a 
principle that can be applied to widely vary- 
ing boundaries and conditions, to outward 
movements on the western boundaries of Dun 
Laoghaire, to the spreading of Crumlin and 
Kimmage upwards towards their adjoining 


But however the principle may be applied, 
its practicability and economy depends upon 
one vitally important eye a A the 
abandonment of ribbon building. To that 
vicious and wasteful type of development we 
may fairly assign the fallacy which our map 
is designed to remove. Sq long as builders 
and landowners are permitted to string 
dwellings along main-road frontages, and so 
to sterilise the lands that lie behind as build- 
ing sites, so long will radial distances in- 
crease out of all proportion to available build- 
ing areas.

In order, if possible, to make that puint 
even more clear, let us apply the opposite 
principles of ‘“‘ ribbon ” and “ hinterland ”’

The Government believed that 
it had complete power to intern ‘suspected 
persons until a successful writ of habeas 
corpus in the High Courts upset all its 
calculations. In normal circumstances we 
should object most strongly to the deten- 
tion of suspected persons without trial. 
It is against all the traditions of British 
law, and it is on British law, after all, 
that Eire's legal code is based. In times 
of war, however, circumstances are not 
normal. This country is in an excep- 
tionally delicate position in view of its 
peculiar relations to the British Common- 
wealth, which happens to be one of the 
belligerents ; and it is imperative that the 
Government’s authority should be absolute. 
It was all very well to be indulgent in 
time of peace. There is a tradition of 
lawlessness in Iréland which goes back for 
many years, and there still is a tendency 
even among the most respectable citizens 
to smile at the exploits of those whose aim 
is to embarrass the Government. ' The fact 
that Europe is at war removes the last 
excuse for indulgence. No armed con- 
spiracy can be tolerated for an instant, 
and no Government that would shut its 
eyes to the existence of such a conspiracy 
would be worthy of public confidence. 
However drastic may be the powers which 
the Government will seek to-day, theres 
fore, those powers must be granted by the 
Oireachtas. The authority of the State 
must be upheld at all costs. Serious damage 
already has been done to the national 
prestige by the apparent ease with which 
the raiders gained admission to the 
Magazine Fort, and the Government must 
prove now that it is in earnest.g It has 
a clear duty to the people who returned 
it to power.

Doubtless it is true that the Soviet forces 
have not equalled expectations—that they 
are undisciplined; that their moral is 
undermined by the system of espionage 
with which their ranks are perméated ; 
that their equipment is as poor as their 
marksmanship, And that they have little 
stomach for the fight. Yet nothing excuses 
their failure—except the dauntless courage 
of their opponents, a small race struggling 
for its existence. 

By this ruthless invasion Russia has 
proved herself an enemy of the human 
race, and there is not a nation upon earth 
which does not admit the fact. It the 
minefields of the North Sea did not make 
the venture too risky; every nation would 
send its quota of volunteers to the help 
of the Finns—including, we have not the 
slightest doubt, our own. 
the other Scandinavian countries already 
have sent at least one contingent. and 
there is reason to believe that Italy. is 
providing Finland with valuable help in 
the form not only of volunteers, but of

&a very large section ol the population does 
not read the newapa pers and cannot afford 
a radio set, it might de as well if 
shopkeepers were compelled to exhibit 
prominently the current egg-dating number. 
Every conceivable step; in short, must be 
taken to make the me \ fool-proof and 
rogue-proof, so that the danger of getting 
the wrong number will be almost non- 
existent, and the public will realise that 
at least one old proverb has got a new 
lease of life, and that there is, indeed, 
“ safety in numbers, so far as eggs are 
concerned,

The Times to-day observes editorially: 
Congress met yesterday in a session which 
will be dominated almost as much by the ap- 
proach of the elections as by American re- 
actions to the war in Europe. Actual poll- 
ing does not take place till November, but 
Americans like to begin their campaigning in 
good time, and before the parties set ont to 
woo the electors. They have to choose their 
candidates—the candidates for the Presidency 
at the national conventions, which are held 
in the early summer; those for the ;Senate, 
the House of Representatives, the State 
Governorships and other elective offices, in 
primary elections, held for that purpose in 
the various States by each party is declared 
adherents. ‘ 

By a tradition dating from Washington’s 
time, a President is expected to retire from 
active politics when he has served two suc- 
cessive terms as head of the State. There is. 
however, so little in the present hour that 
follows ‘the normal course—the President has 
shown himself at times so ready to disregard 
accepted precedents—that many, both in his 
own party and among the Republicans, be- 
lieve. that he will endeavour to secure the 
Democratic nomination again, and to stand 
for a third term. 5 

One of the effects of the war, adds The 
Times, has been tu strengthen the President's 
authority, both in his party and in the 
country at large: There are cross-currents, of 
course, for no free country is ever perfectly 
unanimous about anything; but they cut 
across party lines and do not affect the fact 
that the great bulk of the nation shares the 
President's sympathies and supports his 
ey In relations with the outside world 
ie is the accepted leader and spokesman of 
the whole country. 

Before the outbreak of war and in its early 
days there was considerable fear that the 
United States, sooner or later, would be 
forced to take part, however much she tried 
to keep out. After four months’ experience 
there is a much more confident hope that 
she will be able to maintain her neutrality to 
the end. Her own internal difficulties, it is 
felt—serious enough as they are—would be 
dangerously complicated if she took an active 
part in the struggle. America’s concern is 
with the maintenance of the rule of law and 
of respect for the freedom of peoples and 
individuals, and many Americana feel that 
when the time comes to negotiate peace she 
can help more effectively to secure respect for 
these principles if she remains aloof from the 
struggle ‘than if she had been an active 
participant. This undoubtedly is the dominant 
opinion in the United States to-day, however 
much it may be subject to change with 
changing circumstances.

The exact size of the: Russian force 
opposing the Finns in this sector is not 
known, but one estimate puts it at 20,000 
men. The Finns are at present adopting 
tactics similar to those which helped to 
bring them success at Kiantajaervi— 
namely, attacking groups of Russians 
under cover of darkness. This work is 
carried out by “ suicide patrols ” on skis. 

Because of the presence of Finnish 
troops within their lines, the Russians 
are stated to have started unwittingly 
a private battle” among them- 
selves.

District Court yesterday of the raid on 

the Magazine Fort in Phoenix Park on the 
Saturday night before Christmas, when a 
large quanaity of ammunition was taken. 
even men were charged in connection with 
the raid. were — William Cleary, 
Ballinteer, Dundrum, Co. Dublin; William 
Gordon, Belgard, Clondalkin, Co. Dublin; 


Dublin; John Lyons, Berkeley stteet, Du 
Joseph McDermott, Main street, Baldoyle; 
Thomas Grogan, Mornington road, Dro a; 
and Thomas Doyle, Comeragh road; Crumlin. 
Mr. Kevin Haugh, K.C., and Mr. George 
D. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr, ib. 
O' Donovan) appeared for the State; and Mr. 
P. J. O'Grady, solicitor, for Gleary and 
Gordon. 
Cleary and Gordon stood during the pro- 
ceedings, and the others, who were not pro- 
fessionally represented, remained seated. 


THE CHARGES 


All the men were first charged with break- 
ing and entering the Magazine Fort and 
stealing a bur of ammunition, the pro- 
perty of the Minister íor Defence; con- 
spiracy, with other persons unknown, to 
break and enter into the fort; and preventing 
and obstructing, by force of arms, the per- 
formance by pilitary officers and employés 
of the State of their powers and duties, con- 
trary to Section 7 of the Offences Against 
the State Act. 

Parnell, Lyons and MacDermott were. 
further charged that they had nine revolvers 
and ammunition, with intent to endanger life, 
or to enable other persons to endanger life, 
and without having firearms certificates. 
Grogan was charged with having firearms 
and ammunition in his possession at the 
Magazine Fort, to endanger, or to enable 
other persons to endanger, lives and property, 
and without having firearms certificate. 

A detective-officer gave evidence of arrest- 
ing Grogan, and said that he had been 
identified by an Army private as one of the 
men who took part in the raid. 

Grogan declined to question the witness 
and remained silent. 

A Garda superintendent gave, evidence of 
arresting and charging Parnell, Lyons and 
MacDermott, all of whom, he said, declined 
to make any statement when cautioned. 
Lyons here stood up in the dock and said: 
A sum of money and other articles have 
been taken illegally from me, and I want 
them back, There was a sum of £8 taken 
from me.” 

A detective-officer said that Lyons was 
asked to account for the money, and did not 
give a satisfactory account. They were wait- 
ing instructions on the matter. 

Lyons—You had no right to seize it. 

The Justice said that if there was no 
charge in respect of the money it would be 
returned. 

Mr. O’Donovan—Not necessarily, If it is 
deemed to be the propery of an unlawful 
organisation it cay, be seized. 


GUARD, HELD UP 


Opening the case for the State Mr. Haugh 
said that the occarrence had received a great 
deal of publicity and had since caused a 
great deal of activity. On. that particular 
night there were eleven or twelve soldiers 
in the Magazine Fort, divided into two 
sections. One was known as the guard, and 
consisted of six men, and the remainder of 
the party formed a fire-picket, who were 
located in a different pest ol the building.

„The corporal,” continued Mr. Haugh, 
“went to open the padlock on the outer iron 
gate, when he found himself accosted by this 
man, who presented a revolver at his chest 
and said: ‘Stick them up or I will blow 
our brains out.’ 

: „Then three or four men, who had been 
in hiding and had not been seen by the 
corporal, rushed forward and made a prisoner 
of him ä They marched him to 
the guardroom, and on the way they adopted 
similar tactics with a Volunteer. His gun 
was taken from him and he was also marched 
to the guardroom.

He was dressed in a grey suit, 
and was lying face downwards with his head 
in his hands. His head appeared to be very 
much battered. 

Witness heard the sound of a fire brigade 
bell, and went down and met two firemen 
coming in the door. The three of them 
approached Moran, and witness took posses- 
sion of the stick, which was then lying on 
the floor. White waiting for a police car to 
convey Moran to the police station he 
cautioned him, and Moran made no reply.

France Fakes a Hand 


It will be a hundred years next, July since 
the first horse, Beggarman, ever came from 
France to win an important race in England, 
the Cocdweod Cup, then one of the greatest 
events of the season, am regarded to be 
as woll worth winning as the Ascot Gold 
Cup, though the latter has long ago out- 


distanced it in importance. 


Those who think that the “French in- 
vasion”’ of Cup horses did not begin until 
the ‘sixties and ‘seventies will be greatly 
surprised to know that it began a century 
age. English breeders were not greatly per- 
turbec by the success of Beggarman at Good- 
wood, kor he had been bred here, was bought 
by the Duke of Orleans, and sent back to 
run by His Royal Highness. Serious racing 
was just then taking shape in France and 
the French Derby had been run for the first 
time four years before. It began largely 
through the efforts of an Englishman who 
is said never to have set foot on English soil, 
Lord Henry Seymbur, son of the Marquess of 
Hertford. Horses owned by him won the 


first three French Derbys and the sixth. 


Allowance to French Horses 


It. was under his auspices that English 
families like the Carters, whose descendants 
are so well known in French racing to-day, 


their own breedin 
to win the Cup, 
who was followed withiu a limited space of 
such celebrities as Monarque and 
The Flying Dutchman’s famous son, Dollar. 
In those early days French horses were so 
little thought of here that the Goodwood Cup 
conditions provided for their receiving a 
large allowance from their English rivals. 


Queen Victoria's Only Derby 


The Derby of 1840 was won by a peculiar 
horse, Little Wonder owned by a Scotsman, 
avid Robertson, of Ladykirk, and of 
whom little had been heard before and little 
It nas often been said 
that he was actually a four-year-old, but that 
has been said about several early Derby 
winners, and with the certainty of there being 
a good deal more truth in it than there was 
in the case of Littl; Wonder. 

This Derby of 1840 is notable as being the 
only. one that was ever seen by Queen 
sixty glorious years of her 
She had never visited Epsom before 
she never visited it again, not even when 
Persimmon won for her son, the Prince of 
She and the Prince Consort drove 
over from Windsor earl, aud first paid a visit 
to Leatherhead, where John Scott stabled his 
fleet of horses for some time before the Epsom 


was heard again.
